NEW DELHI, India, March 4.— 
(W ednesday. )—(#)—Peace at last has 
come to India, racked for a year by 
a civil disobedience movement which 
defied all the authority of the British 
raj (government), filled the jails of 
the country and was responsible for 
millions of ‘ollars of economic loss. 

After nine hours of almost continu- 
ous discussior, lasting until: 1:30 
o'clock this morning, Mahatma Gand- 
hi and Viceroy Lord Irwin agreed 
upon formulas for settlement of all 
points in the dispute which hitherto 
has menaced the fruits of the London 


round-table conference. 

A formal agreement will be drawn 
up later today, when the little na- 
tionalist leader goes for a final talk

PRESIDENT SEES 
DANGERS IN PLAN 


Executive Declares Gov- 
ernment Should Never 
Go Into Competition 
With Its Citizens.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—/)— 
President Hoover and the senate com- 
bined today in the closing hours of 
the seventy-first congress to pass on 
to future congresses the post-war con- 
troversy over Muscle Shoals. 

The bill, the second approved by 
congress during the long years of 
controversy over operation of the gov- 
ernment’s $150,000,000 power and ni- 
trate plants, was killed when the sen- 
ate late tonight failed by a vote of 
49 to 34 to override the veto admin- 
istered by President Hoover earlier 
in the day. 

The vote to pass the bill in spite 
of the objection of President Hoo- 
ver that it would put the govern- 
ment into business in competition 
wi‘h its citizens was a clear majority 
of fhe senate, but far short of the 
two-thirds required.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 3.— 
(?)—Establishment of a_ dispensary 
system similar te Canadian provin- 
cial plans, under which the state of 
Rhode Island would be set up in the 
business of manufacturing and selling 
15 per cent wine and 6 per cent beer, 
is proposed in a bill introduced in the 
house today by Representative Fred- 
erick R. Hazard, Narragansett, a 
member of the republican majority. 

Payment of a $2 annual fee, under 
the bill, would entitle a resident to 
a permit on which he could be issued 
one quart. of wine and six pints of 
malt liquors per day. The liquor 
would be sold at 100 stores, one in 
each of the state's 100 assembly dis- 
tricts, but not to be consumed on 
the premises. 

An unusual feature of the bill is the 
stipulation that the purchaser of such 
liquor shall be deeaned to have “mere 
custody and not possession” of such 
liquor provided he transports it from 
the store to the address. given on 
a permit within three hours of the 
sale.

More ‘Teeth’ in Act Sought 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—()— 
Conditions under the dry laws in 
three states drew sharp criticism to- 
day from the Wic commission 
while enforcement in a fourth state 
was praised. 

Simultaneously a measure to amend 
the Volstead act, making the 
sion of liquor in the home unlawful 
and placing “the burden of proof” 
upon the r was introduced by 
Senator Sheppard, democrat, Texas. 

Commission data transmitted to the 
senate covered the states of New 
York, New Jersey, Louisiana and Col- 
orado. In all except Colorado wide- 
spread violations of the liquor laws 
were reported. 

Disregard of prohibition was de- 
clared so flagrant in and around New 
York city that 93 per cent of all crim- 
inal cases instituted there arose from 
this law. 

Laxity in Louisiana. 


Throughout large parts of Lou'si- 
ana, the report asserted, little effort 
was made to enforce the law, while 
in New Orleans gambling was said to 
be ‘so active as to make bootlegging 
a “piker racket.” 

In New Jersey liquor interests were 
described as so powerful as to “part- 
ly enslave” the political forces. The 
report estimated it would take 4ea 
years to rid the state of this power 
so that prohibition could be given a 
chance,” 

The Colorado report quoted offi- 
cials as saying the dry law was be- 
ing enforced throughout the state, “ex- 
cept in some mining camps,” and 
praised the co-operation furnished by 
the Denver police and by sheriffs gen- 
erally throughout the state. 

The four surveys were transmitted 
late today in response to a senate 
resolution asking data upon 16 states. 
Chairman Wickersham explained in 
his letter of transmittal, however, that 


|} the four reports were the only ones 


now available, 

Among those not transmitted was 
one on Illinois, said to contain de- 
tailed reports upon Chicago gangster 
activities. 

Senator Sheppard, said in a state- 
ment his bill would strike out lan- 
guage “being interpreted in some 
quarters to permit the possession of 
liquor in the home for use exclusive- 
ly in the home.” 

The Wickersham report upon con- 
ditions in Louisiana was prepared 
during 1930 by Frank Buckley, for- 
mer counsel for the prohibition bu- 
reau. In it he asserted enforcement 
conditions in much of the state were 
“highly unsatisfactory,” although 
“more encoutaging” in the western 
section, 

“New Orleans stands as a powerful 
magnet to those who seek and those 
who supply extraordinary pleasures,” 
he said. “Racetracks, gambling re- 
sorts, fight clubs—all manner of 
‘rackets’ that catch the fancy of the 
sporting gentry and easy spenders 
flourish there.” 

He described visiting three gambling 
places in which he said there was 
“two ominous steel-plated enclosures. 
fitted with machine gun slits and 
actually manned by keen-eyed gentry 
who served such weapons from lofty 
perches on the walls.’ 

“Liquor is not handled in any man- 


ner by gambling resorts of the type 
described,” he said. “Fear of dis- 
aster in the form of a federal pad- 
lock is the determent. Then, too, 
gaming revenues that run from $10,- 
000 to $40,000 nightly make the rum 
racket of the piker variety—by com- 
parison.”

“THE VIRGINIA. PLAN. 


(This is the fourth ofa series 
of articles dealing with the mak- 
ing and. expansion of the consti- 
tution and designed to aid par- 
ticipants in securing a_ back- 
ground for their work in the na- 
tional oratorical contest.) . 


Edmund Randolph's speech, which 
marked the beginning of actual work 
upon the constitution, is noteworthy 
alike for its summary of the reasons 
for the failure of the government un- 
der the articles-of confederation and 
for its clear outline of the system 
which it' was proposed to substitute 
for it. 

Regarding the confederation, he 
enumerated its defects: First, the lack 
of security against foreign invasion, 
congress not being able to prevyent-.a 
War or prosecute one by its own au- 
thority; secondly, the inability of the 
central government to qheck quarrels 
between the states or put down rebel- 
lion thefein; thirdly, its helplessness 
to advanee commercial interests or 
protect them from hostile activities 
and combinations abroad; fourthly, its 
inability to défend itself even against 
ly, its failure to have paramount 
stitutions. In summing up the case 
against the confederation, he said that 
unless prompt and effective steps were 
taken, anarchy would prevail through- 
out thé land. 

He then submitted his resolutions, 
which are instructive when compared 
with the constitution in its final form. 
The resolutions, in brief, called for: 

(1) Enlargement of the articles of 


confederacy so as to secure “Common 


(2) Representation to be based on 
quotas of contribution to the central 
government, or on the number of free 
inhabitants per state. 


(3) A bi-cameral legislature. 

(4) Members of the first branch of 
the legislattre to serve for blank years, 
to receive liberal salaries and to be 
ineligible for re-eléction.

It is significant that the first basic 
question dealing with these resolutions 
was: “Do you mean to abolish state 
governments altogether?’ To which 
Randolph replied in the negative, but 
insisted upon a strong central govern- 
ment, nevertheless. , 

The next clash of viewpoints came 
over representation, Should it be equal- 
ly for each state (the plan under tke 
articles) or according to population? 
Madison moved for abolition of the 
old system and thought his suggestion 
was much “relished.” Then George 
Read, of Delaware, speaking for the 
small states, objected, and the fight 
between the large and small states, 
which was to continue for weeks and 
threatened to wreck the work of the 
convention, commenced. 

By the first week in June certain 
striking individual viewpoints emerged. 
Sherman felt that “the people should 
have as little to do as may be about 
the government. They want informa- 
tion and are constantly liable to be 
misled.” Gerry felt that he “had been 
too republican, heretofore.’ He re- 
mained republican, “but had been 
danger of the leveling 
Mason, admitting that “we 
have been too democratic,’ warned 
against running in the opposite ex- 
treme. “We ought,” he said, “to at- 
tend to the rights of every class of 
the people.” Randolph saw in a strong 
senate a check on the follies and tur- 
bulences of democracy.

‘Worms in hu- 
man flesh meant death—nothing less. | 

But the men with maggots in their wounds had no fever.

Now arises the question: If maggots can sterilize wounds in which 
they hatch “by accident,” can they be used under scientific control? 

Some years ago a prominent physician treated an elderly and illiterate 
mountaineer who complained of ‘‘a sore in the ear.” The sore gave every 
evidence of being a cancer. y 

After an absence of some weeks, the mountaineer returned for further 
treatment and complained of an itching sensation inside his ear. The 
itching was caused by maggots. 

The physician was horrified, as any good physictan would have been, 
but his fears were groundless, The “sore’ was clean, and it healed 
promptly and completely. 

Perhaps it wasn’t cancer. But the maggot has proved itself a de- 
stroyer of diseased tissue, and nature moves in a mysterious way her 
wonders to perform.

The question of sending troops to 
Russia was also presented from an- 
other source. When our ambassador 
to Russia, David R. Francis, was in 
Paris in June, 1918, he strongly ad- 
vocated our intervention, and thought 
100,000 men would save the nation. 
He urged me to recommend it, but I 
was opposed in principle to any un- 
dertaking that would deplete our 
strength in France, and thought such 
‘a diversion would lead only to com- 
| plications and would not affect that 
final result, 

It was my belief that our task 
‘Clearly lay on the western front and 


‘that we should have all we could do 
to beat the enemy there. But, as men- 
tioned later, allied forces were sent 
both to Archangel and Viadivostok. 

Allies Prone to Lose Sight of 

Objective. : 

There was too much of a tendency 
by the allied governments to send ex- 
| peditions here and there in pursuit of 
political aims. ‘They were prone to 
lose sight of the fundamental fact 
that the real objective was the Ger- 
man army. Once that was beaten, 
the political and naval power of Ger- 
many would collapse. 

My diary records: 
Chaumont, Sunday, July 14, 
1918. Had interesting talk with 
John Bass in Paris yesterday on 
Italian situation. General Rogers 
reports many shortages in quar- 
termaster supplies. Had dinner 
at Provins with General Petain, 
who expects German advance 
soon, Arrived at Chaumont late 
that night. 
This norning presided at exer- 
cises of Lycee and presented 
prizes. The children of the school 
gave me a beautiful volume, ’’Epi- 
sodes From the History. of 
France,’ for my son, which we 
shall long treasure. We held re- 
ception in the afternoon for civil 
and nfilitary officials. Possibility 
of making purchases in Japan dis- 
cussed. Mail service unsatisfac- 
tory but difficult. 
| The celebration in Chaumont of 
the French national holiday July 14! 
and similar oceasions in which French 
and Americans joined, served not only 
to relieve the strain of this period 
/of the war but gave us a closer and 
clearer understanding of the French 
|people and their hopes and fears, 

Qn this particular day, in 1918, 
their spirits were high. ‘Liberte, 
Fraternite, Egalite’” are too often 
only empty words that tail to inspire, 
but when uttered by a people in the 
throes of war, with everything at 
stake, the cry carries a special ap- 
peal to patriotic instincts that only 
i those who have witnessed its effect 
_can fully realize. 

The genuine gratitude they felt to- 
ward us was manifest in a thousand 
ways, and the fraternal spirit on both 


sides was dominant. have often 
thought since that if we could but 
_be guided under all circumstances by 
_ the sincere and sympathetic sentiments 
| that then so strongly united in com- 
'mon purpose those who fought side 
| by side, how much it would mean to 
the people of the world. 

The prompt dispatch and delivery of 
| mail for the army, as noted in my 
diary, was difficult, yet its bearing 
on the morale of the army and the folk 
at home made it very important. As 
far back as June, 1917, the postmaster 
general had offered to aid in estab- 
lishing an organization to assist in 
handling the mail for our forces, and 
had sent over a superintendent and 
several assistants. While our num- 
hers were still limited, the mail serv- 
ice went reasonably well. But as 
they increased, the problem became | 
/most difficult and a complete re- 
organization was necessary. 

Some of the things that caused con- 
| fusion were that divisions were dis- 
| rupted to provide the special troops 
| needed in the great emergency, and: 
others that came over as units had! 
_ been usually reconstructed at the last 
|' moment before embarkation, and rec- 
_ords of assignments were not kept up 
| to date. Moreover, the public did not 
understand the composition of units. 
and as a result letters were in a yast 
number of cases misdirected. 

In May the postal service was taken 

from civil control and placed under 
| the adjutant general, A. E. F., and by 
| July 1 full control had passed to the 
army. An officer of extended postal 
experience was sent to the states, with 
a full understanding of conditions, to 
arrange for giving publicity to in- 
structions regarding the address of 
mail and to supervise shipment from, 
points of embarkation. A _ military 
postal organization was established at 
each port of debarkation. where it 
was expected to receive mail. and a 
railway mail service organized along 
our lines of communication. 

Mail Never Entirely Satisfactory. 

A central postoffice in connection 
with the central records office of the 

adjutant general's department. A. E. 
‘.. Was established, corps and divis- 
lions were directed to organize postal 
departments. and it was arranged to 
forward mail units at the front 
through the regulating station with 
supplies. 

This is a matter that should have 
been simplified by previous joint con- 
sideration by the general staff and 
the postoffice department, with regu- 
lations laid down beforehand for the 
guidance of all concerned. As a re- 
sult of our efforts, there was con- 
siderable improvement, but the mail | 
service never became entirely satis- 
factory. 

Referring again to my diary: 

“Chaumont, Wednesday. July 
17, 1918S. Another German at- 
tack broke Monday. Our 42d, 
part of the 2Sth and the 3d _ be- 
came engaged. The latter coun- 
ter-attacked and captured 600 
prisoners. Advised Foch that the 
e=d and 29th divisions are avail- 
able at once. 

“Five other divisions have been 
placed at his disposal. Situation 
yesterday more favorable for Al- 
lies. General Bullard assigned to 
third corps and General Wright 
to fifth.” 

The battle lines in the Marne 
salient had stood without material 
ebange since early in June. It was 
evident that the question of interiér 
| transportation and supply for the 
}enemy forees was troublesome and 
; could not be regarded by the enemy 
(a8 satisfactory. His effort of June 
9 to improve his exposed position

No further offensives of consequence 
against the British in Flanders hav- 
ing been immediately undertaken, in- 
terest was centered on the Cham- 
pagne front as the most probable 
place to expect the next blow. The 
American and French divisions that 
had been quietly concentrated in re- 
serve west of the Marne salient for 
use with either the French or Brit- 
ish, as circumstances might require, 
most of them carefully hidden in the 
forest of Villers-Cotterets and vicin- 
ity, were now about to get into the 
picture, Ro 

The intelligence services of all the 
allied armies had been exerting every 
endeavor to discover the enemy's 
plans, with the result that for some 
days it appeared almost certain that 
his next move would be directed to- 
ward the southeast, on the right and 
left of Rheims. On the evening of 
July 14 a French raiding party from 
General Gouraud’s fourth army, then 
holding that part of the line includ- 
ing Rheims, luckily captured prison- 
ers who confirmed this belief, and 
who gave the exact hour fixed for the 
attack, which they said was to take 
place the foliowing morning. 

Our third division, still in line 
south of the Marne, faced the enemy 
between Jaulgonne and Chateau 
Thierry, and the twenty-sixth, which, 
as we have seen, had relieved the 
second, held a sector between Torcy 
and Vaux. Infantry elements of the 
twenty-eighth were south of the 
Marne, serving with the two French 
divisions on either side of the third; 
the entire forty-second occupied a sup- 
port position behind Gouraud’s front ; 
the first division was north of Meaux 
and the second and fourth were in 
reserve near Chateau Thierry, 

Germans Meet Surprise. 

The German offensive was launched 
on the early morning of July 15, as 
expected, but it was met with a sur- 
prise barrage put down by General 
Gouraud’s artillery half an hour be- 
fore the start. The Germans’ at- 
tack formations were thrown into 
confusion and their force seriously 
weakened to begin with. By evening, 
thanks to the strong resistance they 
encountered, the situation in that im- 
mediate sector was not unfavorable. 

Our forty-second division became 
engaged and sustained 
heavy losses. 
and succeeding days 
praise from the French army com- 
mander. Farther west, the éfiemy 
crossed the Marne, penetrating in one 
place as far as five miles, He struck 
our third division, which was posted

tempt to force a crossing between

became intense, some units of the thir- 
tieth and thirty-eighth regiments hold- 
ing this front being forced back. The 
stubbornness of their resistance, how- 


ever, broke up the attack as a whole, | 


and the Germans retired to the north 
bank. 


On this occasion a single regiment | 
of the 3d division (Colonel U. G. Me- | 


Alexander's 38th) wrote one of the 
most brilliant pages in our military 
annals. It prevented the crossing at 
certain points on its front, while on 
either flank the Germans who had 
gained a footing pressed forward. Our 
men, firing in three directions, met 
the German attacks with counter-at- 
tacks at eritical points, and succeeded 


in throwing two German divisions into | 


complete confusion. 

Men from three 
divisions were captured by the 3d in 
the fighting of this day. By noon of 
the 16th the attacks against its line 
came to a halt. 

The Germans were stopped to the 
east of Rheims by Gouraud’s fourth 
army with but slight gains, while to 
the southwest ‘they got across the 
Marne and made some progress to- 
ward Epernay. The failure of the at- 
tack in Champagne and the relatively 
slight gains to which the Germans 
were held to the west of Rheims on 
the first day, materially heartened the 
Allies. 

Although there were some 10 divi- 
sions of the enemy remaining south of 
the Marne, the very evident conclu- 
sion, judging from the results of the 
following two days and the losses he 
had suffered, was that he would be 
unable to continue the offensive. 


Our first army corps, on the front 
from Chateau Thierry to Bois de 
Belleau, was in position to be expand- 
ed, and there was the possibility of 
adding still another corps to that 
front. The original plan, which con- 
templated the first employment of this 
corps in the St. Mihiel region, wth 
headquarters at Toul, had, lke so 
many plans, been upset temporarily 
by the changing situation caused by 
the successive German victories. 

The Chateau Thierry region now 
seemed indicated as the sphere of ac- 


tivity for Americans for the time be- |

Germany had been able to bring from 
the eastern to the western front after 
the collapse of Russia. Without the 
addition of the Americans the Allies 
would have been outnumbered nearly 
400,000 men.’ 

Now that the Allied armies were no 
longer in jeopardy it seemed opportune 
to push the formation of our own 
army near Chateau Thierry for use 
against the Marne salient in the coun- 
ter-offensive [ had frequently urged.

NECD FUR EDUCATION 
CITED BY DR. SUTTON 


Education is the foundation of busi- 
ness and a prerequisite to prosperity, 
Dr. Willis A. Sutton, superintendent 
of city schools and president of the 
National Education Association, said 
Tuesday morning in an address be- 
fore the weekly interracial seminar 
at Wesley Memorial church. Reiter- 
ating his much-quoted statement that 
“if all the negroes in Georgia could 
ibe raised educationally from a fourth 
to a seventh grade level, the state's 
business would immediately double,” 
Dr. Sutton made an able defense of 
the public school and asserfed that 
from every standpoint money expend- 
ed for that purpose is the most profit- 
able investment any community can 
make, 

Declaring that there are only two 
states In the Union, Illinois and New 
York, which rival Georgia in propor- 
tionate expenditures for luxuries, Dr. 
Sutton attributed Georgia's backward- 
ness in education not to lack of 
money, but to lack of knowing how 
‘to use it, 

Atlanta he rated as “the greatest 
center of negro education in_ the 
world,” with educational facilities 
from first grade through college ac- 
cessible to every negro child of nor- 
_mal initiative. The city, he said, has 
| been steadily improving its school 
system, and in deing so has sought 
ito be fair to both races. There is 
still some overcrowding. worse among 
negroes, and some double sessions ; 
two additional clementary colored 
schools are needed to obviate this con- 
dition. The colored teachers, he said, 
are of a high type, well-trained, and

the greatest of all competitions, when 
it is a competition. Being on the 
rougher side and too often controlled 
by the rougher side, it is left open

Just at present it is pretty 
well surrounded by the racketeers 
and gamblers, who will bring 
about another repeal unless they 
can be curbed or broken up. In 
this present age the racketeer is 
more strongly entrenched than he 
ever was before. Boxing isn’t the 
only trade that is in his grip, as 
recent testimony in regard to 
judges and other high officials 
has proved beyond any argument. 
One large trouble is that not even 

an expert can tell a fake from an 
honest bout. Quite often unjust sus- 
picion is thrown upon honest contests 
and raw fakes are allowed to slide 
by unchallenged. The only answer is 
that if the fight fan must have his 
boxing, he must inhale it with pres- 
ent conditions, which requires a stout 
inhaler if one is to absorb much of it. 
The game has now reached bottom. If 
it goes any lower there will be a 
repeal of the boxing law. Just how 
this can be prevented is another prob- 
lem with the racketeer interests as 
powerful as they are today in more 
lines than one, 


HE ABOVE helps to answer an

Why 
not make the whole game professional}, 
in every sport?’ 

While there are any number of 
honest professional contests—the 
great majority in most sports 
being honest and hard fought— 
you always know, without any 
guessing, that the amateur is 
shooting his stuff.
